Our packages have become as 
complicated as our neuroses, 
and are just about as difficult to 
solve. 


When you get a package today 


— a package of almost any kind 
— it is no longer merely a sim- 
ple purchase or a surprise 
present. It is a great big prob- 
lem. 


On it should be printed in 


great bold letters: "I dare you 
to try to open me!" 


No matter what the package 


contains— a book, a shirt, a mail 
order cheese from Wisconsin— it 
is wrapped as securely as if it 
held the contents of Ft, Knox. 


It then becomes an endurance 


contest of wits, skill, patience 
and prayer to get it open. At- 
tack it with all your might 
hands and feet, teeth and finger- 
nails; its knots hold steadfast,

man is the traditional one-on- 
one situation in which the de- 
fender covers the receiver 
all the field. 
Most teams 


combine elements of the two 
systems, generally using a 
zone on the strong side of the 
field (the side on which the 
tight end lines up) and man- 
to-man on the weak side. 


The Colts can get by with 


their full z o n e because of 
their tremendous mobility. 
With the snap of the ball, all 
11 men move arid pursue.

another 


team, with the possible ex- 
ception of Green Bay, get as 
much movement out of its 
linebackers. 


When you're p l a y i n g 


against a zone, you expect to 
find passing gaps 12 to 14 
yards deep, b e h i n d the 
normal areas of the lineback- 
ers. 
But the linebackers of 


the Colts, men like Mike 
Curtis and Ron Porter, get 
back deep and shut oft those 
holes. They ignore the threat 
of quick-pop passes in front 
of them. 
They'll give the 


offense the four- or five-yard 
gain it might get on a short 
pass against the gamble that 
1) you might bobble the ball, 
or 2) you won't have the 
discipline to s u s t a i n that 
short passing game, or 3) 
the rush line will get to the 
passer, which the Colts man- 
age to do four or five tjmes 
a game.

caught "reading" they don't 
have time to react. Not the 
Colts. They're corning at you 
with the snap of the ball.

About 200 priests, 
singing 


"The

marched into the bishops' hotel 
at nightfall Monday to show 
support for the 40. 


They sat-in for three hours be- 


fore Archbishop John F. Dear- 
den of Detroit, head of the 
conference, finally 
met with 


them and received an appeal 
asking the conference to require 
mediation of their dispute with 
the cardinal. 


The contraceptive issue is 


dominating the bishops' five-day 
fall session which began Mon- 
day. A final stand on the contro- 
versy is expected to be shaped 
in 
secret 
debate 
starting 


Wednesday. 


The proposed version of the 


pastoral letter already handed 
out to the bishops also probes 
the morality of the Vietnam war 
and takes a stance in favor of 
selective conscientous objection 
to a specific war. But the bish- 
ops refused to spell out any de- 
tails in advance of their vote. 


About 220 bishops and five 


cardinals 
are 
attending the 


conference only a week after 
the Grench Assembly of Bishops 
left the question of birth control 
up to personal conscience, 


A civil engineer picketed the 


hotel Monday with a sign stow- 
ing red flames and the inscrip- 
tion: "To Hell with Dissenting 
French 
Bishops-Obey 
the 


Pope." 


About 300 priests from as far 


away as San Antonio and Seat- 
tie met during the day Monday 
to ask the U.S. bishops to step in 
the punishment dispute. Many 
of them, led by clergymen cast 
out from their rectories by Car- 
dinal O'Boyle, marched a mile 
to the hotel to deliver the ap- 
peal.

This would mean the three 


Apollo 8 astronauts would spend 
Christmas Eve and part of 
Christmas day making the lunar 
orbits. 


NASA officials announced at a 


news conference the Apollo mis- 
sion would be "open-ended" — 
that is, conducted in steps re- 
ferred to as plateaus or "com- 
mit points.'?,

"Each plateau 
includes a 


thorough system check of crew, 
system and equipment opera- 
tions," officials said. 


"Only when all conditions are 


satisfactory will the decision be 
mabe to commit to the next pla- 
teau." 


NASA said this type of opera- 


tion allows for various alternate 
missions, 
including 
a low, 


earth-orbit flight, a flight to a 
distance of as much as 60,000 
miles, or a flight around the 
moon. 


"Conducting the mission in 


this manner provides both max- 
imum crew safety and maxi- 
mum benefits through alternate 
night mission selection as the 
flight proceeds," the announce- 
ment said. 


The announcement was made 


by Dr. Thomas 0. Paine, NASA 
acting administrator; Lt. Gen. 
Samuel Phillips, Apollo pro-

through the house on various oc- 
casions," said Mrs. Nixon.

The tour brought out the first

EVANSTON, HI. (AP) - A 


panel of 200 scientists has found 
scores of drugs tested in a study 
for the federal Food and Drug 
Administration "totally ineffec- 
tive." 


The panel called for relabel- 


ing of more than 2,000 drugs— 
two-thirds of those tested so far 
in the study. 


Dr. Robert K. Cannan of the 


National Academy of Sciences 
told a group of science writers 
Monday that revision is neces- 
sary because "the labels were 
misleading and devious." 


"They left the impression that 


a drug could do what it cannot 
do," he said. "To put it bluntly, 
there was not a fair representa- 
tion of the drug in question." 


Dr. Cannan reported on a

Consequent- 
ly lepers try to hide their symp- 
toms until the disease shows up 
in advanced form, when treat- 
ment is likely to be prolonged. 


To combat this before it be- 


comes a national problem, the 
Ministry of Health has budgeted 
considerable funds for its five- 
year plan.
